Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Hirsh and Hiltunen, nor any of the additional cited art of 
Engstrom, Rammler, Collin, or Husain, do not teach a method of heat treating solids 
containing iron oxide in a fluidized bed reactor where the gas velocities are adjusted 
such that the Particle-Froude-Numbers are in the ranges claimed in the three distinct 
portions of the reactor. The Examiner agrees with Applicants (p. 9, para 1 of the 
Remarks filed March 18th, 2009) that Hirsch does not teach establishing differing 
Froude ranges in different portions of the chamber, i.e. the gas supply line, annular 
fluidized bed, and mixing chamber, as recited by instant claim 1 .
